There is no doubt 
In the mind of any thoughtful person that the panic of 
1893 was due to conditions existing prior to the time that 
Cleveland came into office, but neverthelesss the fall in 
prices, the stagnation In business, the' failure of the banks 
etc., all took place when the Democrats were in power 
and the Democratic party had to suffer. 
Should the ad- 


ministration at "Washington change to-morrow and the 
'Democrats come into power, and should a panic ensue 
Democracy would have to bear the blame, although as a 
matter of fact it would be in no way responsible.

are the result of over-speculation and over-extension of 
credit. Just as surely as night follows day will panics 
follo\\ such lack of prudence in business affairs, such wild 
speculation as has been indulged in during the past few 
years. At election times Republicans tell us that pros- 
perity is due to a protective tariff. Surely our tariff wall 
Is high enough, but hard times are in sight notwith- 
standing. Those who insist that prosperity is not on the 
wane are liable to receive t shock ere long that will oper 
their eyes to the tiue facts of the case Even the dullest 
is likely to learn fiom sad experience that things are on the 
downward grade. 
We have been told repeatedly that if 


the "captains of industry" were given a free hand good 
times would be assured forever. The trust is in the sad- 
dle, the corporations not only lule trade and every com- 
modity but politics as well. If the so-called "captains" 
of industry have any power over their henchmen and 
if the piosperity which the country has enjoyed in the 
past was due to their presence among us, why not all the 
talk of the reduction of wages; the laying off of hands and 
the cutting down of expenses? It is all very well to theor- 
ize about things but starvation or at least want, It the 
result of lack of work. 


If the policy of imperialism is inaugurated the Repub- 


lican party lends an impetus to trade, as Is said, how are 
we to account for the tardiness in trade at the present 
time0 Is It because we have not enough imperialism? 
To us it seems that we are now carrying the policy to Its 
limit, but may be it is not so, and all that is necessary 
to secure better trade is for us to go forth and lay hold 
of a few more countries accross the, seas and "benevolent- 
ly assimilate" them.
